Reds Pull Out t 
of Iran, and 
Crisis Averted 


New York, March 25—I/P)—A re- 


ported Russian agreement to with- 
draw Soviet troops from Iran ap- 
peared today to have pulled 
the 


UNO Security Council through its 
worst crisis to date and promised 
a major improvement in relations 
among the United States, Britain 
and Russia. 


The break in the Iranian issue, 


announced by Moscow radio, came 
on the eve of the council's opening 
at Hunter college here (1:30 p. m., 
p. S- T.) and 
was 
immediately 


hailed by officials as a victory for 
the United Nations system. Even 
though expected fireworks do not 
develop, these authorities said the 
fact that the UNO Council was due 
to go into the Iranian case must 
have been the chief cause of Rus- 
sia s decision to get her troops out 
of Iran. 


The Iranian question 
remained 
the most important for the council 
to take up, however, and this 
seemed likely to be done on a mo- 
tion by the United States to have 
Russia and Iran make a report on 
their agreement. In this way offi- 
cials hoped to get the pact reg- 
istered with the council and, as- 
suming the council approves, give 
it the effective backing of 
that 


agency to assure that it is prompt- 
ly and fully carried out. 


Secretary of State Byrnes ar- 
rived late yesterday to represent 
the United States in the Iranian de- 
bate. He brought a message of wel- 
come to the United Nations from 
President Truman and was sched- 
uled to deliver that with a brief 
speech of his own soon after 
Dr 


Quo Tai-Chi of China, president of 
the council, calls the first session, 
to order. 


Today's session was planned as 


one ot formalities and speech-mak- 
ing with debate on Iran to beein 
Tuesday. 


The opening marks the beginning 


of the United Nations as a perma- 
nent world peace organization 
in 
the United States. Simultaneously 
the council's military staff commit- 
tee, high command of the armies 
destined to carry out the council's 
orders, arranged to meet secretly 
at a Manhattan hotel. 


UNO's economic and social coun- 


cil, to which President Truman has

Iranian crisis was being handled 
in accord with a security council 
admonition to the two nations at 
London to settle their differences 
by direct negotlalions. 


"For 
these reasons, Mr. Chair- 


man," Gromyko said, to presiding 
officer Dr. Quo Tai-Chi of China, 
"I propose that the case not be 
placed on the agenda." 


Byrnes said that if an agreement 


had been reached Russia should 
have filed a statement of this be- 
fore t h e council.

Byrnes argued, "is the adoption 
of an agenda which would give to 
the Iranian government an oppor- 
tunity to present ils case.
